Since 
that time, barring two week.*, The 
Tower of Babble has appeared in each 
issue. 

By literally hundreds of favorable 
comments, letters, printed, or verbal, 
the popularity of the innovation has 
been attested. It has been of interest 
to the residents, nnd it has helped 
' 'Our Town. ' ' 

Now, as the upshot of a verbal bat- 
tle, the columnist has got himself "in 
Dutch." A friendly slap was taken in 
a different light, the Legion Auxiliary 
objected, and vigorous criticism of our 
versatile writer were made.

Council and School Board 

in Joint Session to Act on 

Playground Matter 



Misunderstandings Concerning Future of 

Project are Cleared Up in Meeting 

Held Wednesday 



An adjourned meeting of Borough 
Council, in consultation with the School 
Board and a committee from the Play- 
ground Association met Wednesday 
evening in Elm Hall. 

The entire Council was present at 
the meeting, together with President 
MucC.irter, Mrs. E. C. Bntchelor, and 
Messrs. Rose and Dothard from the 
School Board, and Mr. Robert J. Nash 
and Dr. O. J. Snyder of the Playground 
Association. 

Action on the issuance of the bonds, 
inthorized in the special election held 
February tith, was delayed by Council, 
due to a feeling on the part of its 
members, that no adequate provision 
had been made for the equipment of 
the Playground, and that Council had 
no assurance that the property would 
be maintained after the purchase had 
been affected. 

When the project was lirst brought 
forth, coiincilnien state, members of the 
Roan! offered to maintain the play 
ground if the Borough bought ami 
graded the land. It was on this as 
sumption, it was stated, that Conner 
went ahead with the proposition. Now. 
at this late date, it appears, the state- 
ments of the School Board aic exactly 
opposite to those originally believed in 
have been made to members of Coun- 
cil. They have recently made it clear 
that tho schools^ novor had any idea of 
maintaining the property. It was 

quite evident that one of the parties 
involved was under a misapprehension. 
If the promise had been made, the 
playground was about to be left in th'' 
lurch. If it had not, then there wfts l 
failing in certain councilmnnie ears. 

It was for the purpose of straighten- 
ing nut the difficulties that the joint 
session was called. Council wanted to 
see a clear track ahead before issuing 
the bonds. There was to be no "white 
elephant" in the hands of the Borough. 
Mr. MacCarter, in addressing Council 
Wednesday night stated that he saw- 
no reason why the matter, as author- 
ized by the voters, should not be carri"d 
out by Council, leaving the matter of 
future maintenance up to the Commis- 
sion when the ground had been pur- 
chased and graded. 

To this Mr. Hall replied that Coun- 
cil was ready, under the law, to go 
ahead with the purchase, but that it 
would be more businesslike to see the 
way dear before proceeding. Council 
tvould have no authority to grant funds 
'o the Commission. 

At this juncture Mr. Robert J. Nash, 
as acting chairman of the Citizens' 
Committee forming the Playground 
Association, made an offer which, he 
felt, should close the difficulties and 
permit the matter to proceed without 
further delay. His committee would 
write a letter to council, assuring tlvt 
body that the members; of the Play- 
ground Association would assnme the 
responsibility of seeing that the pro- 
per care was taken of the grounds ir 
the matter of maintenance and equip- 
ment, if other means were not later dis- 
covered to bridge the gap between the 
point where the Borough's interests 
drop and the School Board's begin. Mr. 
Nash brought out the fact that not only 
has public sentiment for an early com- 
pletion of the Recreation Center been 
constantly on the increase, but that 
the property itself wad w-orth more 
at the present time than tho purchase 
price agreed upon. The lot will be an 
investment, not an expense. Popular 
subscription will attend to the matter 
(if extra equipment. 
■The relation of the .playground to 
the new school construction now con 
t'envplated was next brought out. Tt 
was shown by Mr. MaqCarter, in reply 
to queries by Burgess Carl B. Metzger. 



that the playground was an essential 
part of the new school program, as any 
new construction would have to be 
made on the present athletic field. If 
this is done, a space will be needed 
for school playground purposes. To 
procure any other plot would mean the 
condemning of improved property at 
a high price. Mr. MacCarter stated 
that tht school would use the ne,v 
Playground as its athletic field, for 
baseball, football, track, etc., but that 
the Board would make no promise as 
to its share in the upkeep of the pro- 
perty. 

Dr. Snyder assured Council that there 
was no possibility of the abandonment 
of the project after the acquisition of 
the land, as the Playground Associa- 
tion is prepared to back the thing to 
the limit if necessary. The promises of 
Mr. Xash and Dr. Snyder, President 
Hull stated, entirely cleared up any 
doubt in the minds of Council as to 
the continuance of the project, nnd 
therefore promised prompt action in 
the mutter of the necessary steps for 
the purchase. 

At this point Dr. Dothard called at- 
tention to the State law, which made 
it the power of the Borough, should 
it so desire, to levy, taxes up to 2 mills 
to provide funds for playground pur- 
poses nnd that, at a later date, tho 
School Board should co-operate to the 
best of its ability. This, he stated, 
would place the burden of upkeop 
where it belonged; upon the entire 
citizen body, instead of the few public 
spirited residents comprising the Play- 
ground Association. 

With the matter thus settled, Coun- 
cil will proceed at once with the sale 
of the bonds. The meeting adjourned 
to meet at the call of the Chair.

To those present at the meeting last 
Wednesday night between Council and 
the School Board, it had much the 
flavor of a buck-passing contest. Some- 
where there appeared a lack of doslre 
to assume any responsibility for the 
future of the Outdoor Coinmuuity Cen- 
ter. There was a lack of responsibility 
where one would expect to find it; a 
lack ,o£ eo-opojatiou .where co-operation 
is essential. 

The action of Air. Nash, for the 
committee of citizens, in offering a 
guarantee of the future maintenance 
of the project was a praiseworthy pub- 
lic spirited act. But should it be neces- 
sary for private citizens to shoulder 
the burden in future, which they have 
already borne in promoting the Play- 
ground? Is it not -rather the clear 
duty of Council and the School Board, 
separately or working together, to super- 
vise the maintenance, distributing the 
cost .among all the taxpayers'? If this 
h c done, then the efforts and enthusi- 
asms of the men and women back of 
the plan can be turned into improve- 
ments and features beyond the finan- 
cial scope of the authorities. Should 
they be compelled to carry out the 
terms of their offer, their financial and 
moral backing would be dissipated in 
routiuo matters, not their sphere. 

A commission will soon be appointed. 
This body, consisting of five members, 
must include two members of the School 
Board, and should have an equal num- 
ber of representatives of Council. 

Council and the School Board have 
the power to maintain the Playground 
frotn tax funds. If this is done, and 
the two bodies work together with « 
real regard for Narberth's prosperity, 
the impetus of the Playground Associa- 
tion Will make things hum.

and white they' may strike'lfpfdvoVeia; 
the popular belief in respect to the dis- 
tance they can strike lis erroneous. 
Throe-fourths of their own longth is 
about the greatest distance possible. If 
the legs are well protected when one is 
koing into doep woods or places known 
to be infested by rattlers or other poi- 
sonous snakes, there is slight chance 
of being bitten. 

As the food of .-nukes consists of liv- 
ing prey, they can not be killed oy 
I'oisoned baits. Tho only method thus 
far devised to kill them seems to be 
clubbing or shooting. This is best done 
in early spring, when they are still 
sluggish after the winter hibernation 
Allowing hogs free run of infested lands 
may reduce the number of snakes. 
However, the popular idea that hogs 
are immune to snake bite is probably 
based on the impenetrability by the 
venomous fangs of their thick skin and 
fat layer rather than on actual iminun- 
i;v of these animals. 

Thi' varieties most commonly found 
in this country are the Klnpidae, or 
Harlequin snakes, and the Crotalidae, 
;.i "pit vipers," which include rattle- 
snakes, cot ton-mouth water moccasin-.. 
Mini copperheads.

Inspection proved 4he reptile to be 
nothing more harmful than a very boau- 
tiful ring snake. 

Ever since the tune of Adam and 
Eve's, well-known experience with a 
snake, people have>, taken a great de- 
light in killing them first, and looking 
up their credentials afterwards. Poi- 
sonous snakes are very rare in these 
jparts, and. the majority of our reptiles 
are both useful and beautiful. 

Although the average mortality from 
American venomous snakes is a little 
more than 10 per cent, of the persons 
bitten, death from snake bites is quite 
rare, according to the Biological Survey 
of the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, because relatively few persons 
encounter or are bitten by the danger- 
ous species. ■■■*' -
